EIGHTEENTH FLOAT—WESTWARD HO! 1849. 

The argonaut of 1849 has always been a fruit- 
ful theme with poets and other writers, 
and the adventures ot the hardy 
Forty-Niners are always full of 
interest to this generation. No discoveries of 
goid ever before or since created such wide- 


spread interest, and the exodus to the 
far West was astonishing in its 
magnitude. The float represents a 


familiar scene. A huge rock is presented into 
which a party of miners have tunneled. The 
miners are represented at work with pick and 
shovel, and one is acting as cook, preparing 
the mid-day meal at a fire. A kettle 
is swung on a tripod over the fire and the stal- 
wart miner is engaged in the duties of his 
office. Coming around the rock isa typical 
40 team attached to a prairie schooner. 
A horse and a steer comprise the 
team and the owner of the outfit is leading 
them. From beneath the cover of the wagon 
por the frowsy heads of the emigrant’s fam- 
ly and trotting beneath is the delapidated 
specimen of a dog, without which no emi- 
grant’s family was complete. 

NINETEENTH FLOAT—KING COTTON. 
One ofthe great industries of the coun- 
try is represented in this float. A planta- 
tion scene is presented, representing a 
cotton field. Negroes are at work picking cot- 
ton, While two are loading the 
baskets into a cart to which 
hitched 4 regular plantation mule 
of the regulation size and species. The driver 
of the cart is taking things easy, while a small 
darky is sitting on a worm fence 
engaged in a peculiarly southern occupation— 
eating a watermelon. The entire float 18 
decorat¢gd with raw cotton, fashioned into 
pleasing designs. 

TWENTIETH FLOAT—MISSOURI. 

The vast mineral, manufacturing and agri- 
cultural wealth of this State ia typified in this 
float. An immense pile is shownin which are 
three tunnels for iron, coal and lead, and 
miners are shown delving for those minerals. 
On top of the hill a female figure personating 
‘*Plenty’’ stands guard over the scene. 
She carriesin her hand a magic staff at the 
wave of which the earth gives up its concealed 


wealth. In front of the float on 
4 pedesta., is a huge basket 
filled with fruits, grains and flowers, On 


either side of the float are the coat-of-arins of 
the State with the motto: ‘‘United we stand; 
divided we fall.’’ 

TWENTY-FIRST FLOAT—THE VEILED PROPHET. 
Thie is decidedly the most handsome 
float in the line. A cavern scene is pre- 
sented, the roof being studded with 
flashing gems, and supporting 
heavy pillars of precious marbles. The Veiled 
Prophet occupies a massive throne of gold, 
and is guarded on either side by an armed 
attendant. Scattered before him are trays 
of jewels and chests of gold in glittering pro- 
fusion.

Master Workman M..A. Sullivan of District 
Assembly, No. 17, was seen this morning and 
stated that the rumors afloat that he was to be 
deposed for being seen in private consultation 
with the boss brewers on several occasions 
are absolutely false and without foundation.

The Manchester Markets. 


Lonpon, September 29.—The Manchester 
Guardian in its commercial article says the 
upward movement progresses. The tendency 
is 28 general in the yarn department, but 
many descriptions of cloth have not ad- 
vanced. Buyers are not prepared to follow 
the rise. Tuesday’s effort to establish higher 
prices was founded mainly on the 8 
dearness of cotton.

The sales 
were not large for Tuesday. Sellers command 
better terms than on Friday. Home con- 
sumers bought sparingly, having provided 
liberally for the principal wants. The cloth 
market was generally inactive. Prices were 
strong and hardening.

720 WATKINS’ DEATH. 


THE SENSATIONAL MYSTERY REGIVED BY A 
CONVICT’S STORY. 


Geo. w. Sears Claims to Keow All About Her 
Disappearance—He Asserts That She Was 
Murdered—History of the Case—What the 

Police Think. 


| On September 9, Chief of Police Huebler 
received a letter from Jefferson City 
Penitentiary informing him that in May, 1882, 
Zou Watkins had disappeared in 8t. Louis 
and it was thought ske had committed 
suicide. If the Chief would send 
a good man to the Penitentiary

girl. 

On September 22 a letter addressed to 
‘‘Sergt. J. Watkins’’ was received by 
Sergt. Frank Watkins of the police. 
It was from Geo. W. Sears, a convict. 


He said he had written the Chief concerning 


the sudden disappearance of Zou Watkins, 
but had heard nothing in reply to the 
letter. He presumed that Sergt. Watkins 
was a relative and wanted him to know that 
he (the prisoner Sears) could show the spot 
where t 28 was thrown into the river, not 
more than ards from the bar where she 
was found. This information was given Fred 
Watkius of Watkins & Leiber, 724 North Main 
street, an uncle of the girl. Her father, L. A. 
Watkins of Denver, was in the city attending 
the Knight Templar Conclave. Fred Watkins 
immediately sent for him 
THE GIRL’S FATHER 

prepared to go to Jefferson City last 
night, but to-day another letter 
was received from the guard Keister, 
dated September 27, who said that in his 
opinion the story was told by Sears to get into 
court with a view of making his escape. 

This letter delayed Mr. Watkins’ departure, 
but he says he will go to Jefferson 
City and investigate the story. He 
leaves to-night. When seen this mornin 
by a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter he said he too 
no stock in the last letter of Keister, but 
thinks there is more than smoke in the story. 

Fred Watkins says he thinks the ee 
of all the officers is to iscredit 
all stories connected with the matter. 
They worked 80 song in it and followed 80 
many theories that they came to the con- 
clusion that nothing more could be gotten out 
of the mystery. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Miss Watkins came to St. Louis from Denver, 
Col., with her sister, Lillie. They were on 
their way to New Orleans, and while 
in the city were the guests of Mr. Jas. Martin, 
No. 2215 Gamble ayenue. On Thursday, May 
18, 1882, she went to visit an ecquaintance, 
who lived near the Martin residence. 
A 2 had been arranged for that night by 
Mrs. Martin to entertain the young ladies, 
and as Missouri did not return to 
dress, a message was sent to the 
house where she was supposed to 
be calling. It was then learned she bad not been 
there that day and her friends immediately 
became alarmed. The police were notified 
but the matter did not leak out for two days. 
She was between l6and 17 years old, slight. 
well formed, blue eyes and brown hair. It 
was thought she had gone away with 
some Western lover, but her sister and 
all der friends denied repeatediy that 
she had ever formed an attach- 
ment for anyone. The police worked 
almost entirely upon the theory that she had 
gone away of her own notion 
and for a base purpose. Her friends 
refused to believe she had not been 
forcibly carried 9 and was being detained 
against her will, or had been murdered. On 
the morning of Tuesday, May 30, Joseph Roy, 
a fisherman, found the body of Missouri Wat- 
kins floating in the river near the foot of 
Market street, Carondelet. No evi- 
dence was adduced to show whether her 
death was suicide or caused by violent means, 
and this has remained a mystery, although it 
was believed to be a case of suicide. 

MR. WATKINS 

has always adhered to the theory that his 
daughter was murdered. The first letter was 
destroyed asthe police took no stock in the 
story. 

It 15 not known positively who the prisoner 
is, but it is believed at the Circuit 
Attorney’s office that it is George 
Washington Seals, colored, who 
cut his woman’s throat in 1881, and March 14, 
1882, pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
— — and was sentenced to the Penitentiary 
or life.

INDIAN MASSACRES. 


The Crowfeet on the Warpath in the North- 
west Territory.

are devastating about there in revenge for the

Along their track were many farm- 

They were all laid in ashes 
and the inhabitants killed and scalped. Not 
less than one hundred whites have so far fallen 
victims to the red devils’ knives. Among 
those killed are two Roman Catholic mission- 
arier at the Crowfoot Agency, whose bodies 
are said to have been terribly mutilated. All 
the whites at the reservation, including the 
Indian Agent, have been killed. 

After leaving the agency about thirty miles 
toward the American border the Crowfeet fell 
in with about sixty Gros Ventres, and a des- 
perate fight ensued. The killed and wounded 
on each side cannot be estimated correctly, 
but it is believed the Crowfeet lost nine killed 
and thirty wounded, while over fifty fell be- 
longing to the Gros Ventres tribe. One hun- 
dred and fifty ponies were captured by the at- 
tacking party, as well asa large amount of 
clothing and ammunition. It is estimated by 
the Department that at least $35,000 worth of 
property belonging to settlers has been burned 
and otherwise destroyed, while the loss of life 
cannot be accurately calculated. Two detach-

“NO FRIENDS.“ 


The Romantic Career and Sad Death of 
Henry A. Scott. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

NEW YORK, September 29.— The dead body 
ofa man, with No friends’’ labelled on his 
pine coffin, was taken from Bellevue Hospital, 
Sunday morning, and placed in the Morgue. 
He was found unconscious in the Bowery, 
September 22. Sunday afternoon while the 
body was being prepared for burial, a carriage 
was driven to the office, and a middle-aged 
lady alighted. She asked if the name of Henry 
A. Scott was on the books. When shown the 
remains, she was visibly affected, 
gazing upon the still features for many 


moments, and suddenly turning and hurrying 
away. I will attend to the arial of Mr. 
Scott's remains. she said to the clerk, he 
was my husband. Later in the day an un- 
dertaker removed the body to Mrs. Scott's 
home, No. 188 Lexington avenue, Brooklyn. 

Scott died triendless and alone in the hos- 
* yet he had led a lite full of adventure. 
4e was born forty years ago iu Troy. His 
parents were wealthy and he was well edu- 
cated. At the beginning of the war he entered 
the service and served bravely and gallanti 
untilonenight he eloped witha brother of- 
ficer’s wife, although atthe time he had a 
young and lovely wife hinseif. Scott deserted 
the woman in Kansas City He was then a 
runner for hotels and gamblinghouses. Tien 
he entered the morine corps. He rose toa 
sergeant, and accompanied Gen. Grant in his 
tour around the world. He became a great 
favorite ofthe General, Returning home he 
deserted and went to Dover, New Hampsbire. 
There he was stricken with partial paralysis. 
He came to New Yorkand wandered about 
the streets. Once he surrendered himself to 
the United States Marshal as adeserter. He 
hoped by this means to be imprisoned and be 
able to get something to eat. But the Marshal 
pitied Scott and, aiter investigating the case, 
in mistaken kindness, discharged him. Sick 
and worn ont he wandered one night to the 
corner of Houston street and the Bowery, 
and, as he said, lay down to die. The wife 
whom he had deserted years before found 
his body in the Morgue and guve him a Chris- 
tian burial.
